THE SURRENDER. 


SIMS YIELDS TO THE OFFICERS UNDER PROMISE 
OF PROTECTION. 

MoBILE, Ala., Dec. %.—A telegram, via 
DeSoto, Miss., received at 11:45 o’clock, gives 
news of the surrender of Bob Sims Christmas 
afternoontothe Sberiff’s posse, the Sheriff 
having obtained a cannon from Bladon 
Springs and trained it upon Sims’ house. 
The outlaw did not wait for the 
cannon to arrive from Bladen &prings, 
but began parieying at 2 £o’clock 
in the afternoon. He offered to surrender if 
the sheriff’ would guarantee him protection 
from the members ofthe posse. There wasa 
long debate on this point among the sheriff’s 
men but finally it was agreed that the Sims- 
ites should be carefully guarded tothe coun- 
ty jail. At half past 4 the Simsites 
laid down their arms anda came out of the 
house. There proved to be but three males 
inthe party, mamely Eob Sims, Thomas 
Savage and Young Savage, a nephew of 
Bob’s. The others were Bob’s wife and three 
daughters. It was the presence of these 


yvomen in the stronghold that induced Sims | 
The men were put in arms | 


to surrender. 
andthe women under guard. All of them 
started to Butler, the county seat. The im- 
pression was that some outsiders who had 
made no’promises to the outlaws would over- 
power the posse en route and lynch the pris- 
oners. road is hilly, and 
underbrush thick so that a few determined 
men may overpower the officer. 

Reeentiy Lob Sims returned to Choctaw 
County, Ala., from which place he had been 
outiawed for a number of years, and at once 
renewed his desperate career. Last Monday 
John McMillan, a merchant of Choctaw Coun- 
ty, was receiving a load of merchandise. Bob 
Sims came to the McMillan store and ordered 
the merchant to upload the goods at his 
(Sims) bouse. He leveled a Winchester at 
the driver and forced him to comply. He 
then sent word by the driverthat he would 
burn McMilian’s house and Kili nim. The 
premises were placed under guard, but 
Wednesday night atll o’clock seven of the 
Simsites, alarmed with Winchesters, fired 
McMilian’s house, and

WAR TALK RELAXED 


Chili Will Render Ample Apology and 
Indemnity. 


RECENT SENSATIONAL RUMORS DENIED 
BY THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 


No Basis for the Report Thet Merchant 
Vessels Had Been Chartered as Trans- 
ports—The Cruiser Boston Ordered to 
San Francisco—Latest News From the 
Charieston—The Scare Subsiding. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2%.—There is no longer 
any concealment of the fact that the State 
Department has received satisfactory assur- 
ances from Chill that ample apology and full 
indemnity for the Valparaiso outrages will 
be made. 

The statements telegraphed from Washing- 
ton of late in regard to the wild mobilization 
of a fleet of merchant vessels to act as trans- 
ports have caused only an amusement in the 
higher circles of the Navy Department, but 
in view of certain dispatches from California, 
which seemed ina measureto substantiate 
these reports, Secretary Tracy has deemed it 
advisableto makean authoritative denial. 
This declaration was made last night by 
Assistant Secretary Soley, who said: 

**The Secretary has read these reports, and 
has not regarded them as worth denying un- 
tilthe publication ofa telegram from San 
Francisco stating that Admiral Brown had 
chartered a large ocean-going tug capable of 
carrying several guns and of being used in 
the transportation of supplies, etc., in case 
of war with Chili. There is absolutely no 
wora of truth in this report. The depart- 
ment has not authorized Admiral Brown or 
anyone else to charter such a tug or any tug 
for such a purpose. As a matter of fact, 
Admiral Brown has done nothing of the sort, 
and the story is pure invention. 

**Equally baseless is the statement that the 
United States Government is arranging to 
charter merchant vessels for transports and 
other purposes. No vessels have been 
chartered and no lists of vessels have been 
been prepared forusein any such connec- 
tion. Imake this statement without reser- 
vation and trust that it wlll not be misunder- 
stood.

Upon Archbishop of Aix. 


THE POPE’S ACT REGARDED AS A DEFI- 
ANCE OF FRANCE. 


An Incident Which Mag Be Fraught With 
Serious Consequences—French Ambas- 
sador at Rome Granted an Audience at 
the Vatican — Famine and Death in 
Russia. 


Paris, Dec. 2%.—The news has been tele- 
graphed from Rome to this city that the Pope 
intends to confer the grand cross of the Or- 
der of Christ upon the Archbishopof Aix. It 
is almost needless to add that in the present 
state of public feeling when a movement is 
on foot to separate church and State, as one 
of the results ofthe Archbishop of Aix’s 
conduct, supported by letters of other dis- 
tinguished prelates, such astep upon the 
part of the Vatican is most significant. It 
will be looked upon here, should the news 
prove correct, aga Geflamce on the part of 
the Pope of the Government of this couhtry 
and the re ly of the French Government may 
not be slow in forthcoming. 

The Archbishop of Bordeaux has made 
common cause with Mgr. Gouthe-Soulard in 
a diocesen letter which he addressed to all 
Catholics in France. The main points of this 
letter are as follows: The Archbishop of Bor- 
deaux detends the right of the members of 
the Episcupate to join in pilgrimage to Rome. 
According tothis prelate, the Archbishop of 
Aix wrote as he did; he was not prompted by 
a wish to fight, but was simply overcome by 
disgust. 

The Pope, says the Archbishop, has no 
longer hope in earthly defenders, outside the 
ranks of the devout French Catholics. He 
knows they are poble-hearted and intrepid 
and that their blood is easily fired by the 
complaint of the weak and the cries of in- 
sulted virtue and outraged honor. He will 
find among them avengers as Christ found at 
Golgotha. The Pope is head of all in the 
spiritual order and French Catholics will 
never suffer him to be in subjection to any 
earthy power. This letter naturally has 
aroused indignation among the supporters 
of the Government and ied to the prepara- 
tion of a bill on agsociations as a preparatory 
step to the separation of church and State. 

IN CONFERENCE WITH THE POPE. 

RomE, Dec. %.—Count Lafevre de Bohaine, 
the French Ambassador tothe Holy See, was 
granted a special interview by the Pope to- 
day. During the course of the interview the 
Ambassador assured his Holiness that France 
considered the recent radical outbreaks 
against the Church andthe attitude of the 
French Bishops as a passing cloud. 

Count de Bohalne urged the Pope not to 
judge the feeiing iz France by the embittered 
utterances which had been 
Chamber of Deputies. 
ment, he declared, was anxious to maiptain 
the most friendly relations with the Vatican 
in order to promote the Pope’s republican 
policy. 

Tho Pope early this morning celebrated 
mass and afterward received New Year’s 
good wishes from the officers and men of the 
Guardia Mobile and the members of other Pa- 
pal bodies.

. STRICKEN RUSSIA. 


St. PETERSPURG, Dec. 2%.—The prison at 
Samara, which was built to hold 200 inmates, 
is now crowded with thousands of unfortu- 
nates, among whom typhus and typhoid fe- 
ver are rife. The doctors whose duty It is to 
attend sick prisoners are in despair, and 
have not visited their charges for a month.

The Goverment is 
dispatching troops to districts where 
riots are likely to break out. The govern- 
ment officials now refuse to grant permission 
for private distributions of food or the open- 
ing of soup kitchens. All relief must now De 
given through officials in the name of the 
Czar. 

Moscow is threatened with an epidemic of 
small-pox. Twenty new cases are reported 
there daily. The schools of the city were 
closed for the holidays a week earlier than 
usual on account of the small-pox scourge 
and ali the scbolars have been vaccinated,

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WHO SHOT RAYNE? 


Mysterious Wounding of a Scott Av- 
enue Saloon-Keeper. 


THE VICTIM REFUSES TO GIVE THE 
AUTHORITIES ANY INFORMATION. 


He Says a Man Entered His Saloon Last 
Evening, Shot Him and Retreated— 
The Bullet Still in Rayne’s Head—A 
Woman Believed to Have Been in the 
Case. 


Steve Rayne is lying at the City Hospital 
with an ugly bullet wound under the left eye, 
and with the leaden pellet lodged in the 
muscles of his cheek, closetotheear. He re- 
ceiyed the wound last night in his ‘own 
saloon, No, 2290 Scott avenue. Who shot 
him, the causes of the shooting or anything 

_ connected with the case is still a mystery, 
Dut itis thought that a woman is at the bot- 


tom of the affair. 

A boy named Lem Tucker was the first to 
discoverthe condition of Rayne. The little 
fellow entered the saloon last evening and 
found Rayne lying on the floor inside the 
counter, endeavoring, but in vain, to ,ralise 
himself to a sitting or standing posture. His 
face was covered with blood. The 
police investigated the case and 
Jearned that two shots were 
heard. They found a revolver which be- 

“Jonged to Kayne ina water basin near where 
the wounded manlay. Two chambers were 
empty but only one had a discharged shell 
init. This discovery at once removed ail 
suspicion of attempted suicide, because it 
showed that there were two parties to the 
sliooting. The course of Rayne’s bullet wus 
traced by a hole made in a 
tin screen, and a corresponding hole 
in the glass of the door. The bullet evi- 
_dently was fired at the retreating assallant 
by Rayne. 

SCENE OF TUE.SHOOTING. 

The suloon was closed to-day, and no one 
. answered the repeated knocks at the door 

— up Stairs. Rayne rents the entire 

ouse, and roomsup stairs. A housekeeper 
of whom no one seems to know anything, 
does his cooking and_ resides in the 
house. [ut she was absent at the brewery at 
the time of the shooting. 

The wounded man isa bvrotherof Deputy 
Sheriff Rayne, who visited him at the Hos- 
pitaiatzo’clock this morning. He is very 
stubborirand refused to give any Information 
about the case whatever. The Deputy 
Sheriff called again at 11 o’clock to- 
day in company with Detective Danaher. 
Dr. Dalton, who studied medicine with the 
wounded manin Dr. McDowell’s College and 
who has much influence with him, went with 
them tothe ward where Rayne lay. He occu- 
pies a small cot in a large room on the second 
floor, and is surrounded on every side by 
other men wounded and injured in various 
ways. Rayne isj a very large man, 
bloated by excessive drink.

Deputy 
Sheriff Rayne then asked him whom he 
wanted to take charge of his place until he ree 
covered, The sufferer gave him permission to 
take charge of the place. As a last resort 
Danaher asked him: ‘*‘What about that 
woman who left the bundle of clothing there 
yesterday afternon?’’ This question received 
noexplanation, and the visitors departed, 
leaving to Dr. Daiton the business of getting 
some lightfrom him upon the case, It was 
learned later that the clothes 
were men’s apparel and had been 
left there four days ago bya tramp. The po- 
lice are on the lookout fora mysterious wo 
man who has been seen about the saloon 
several times oflate. Itisthought that she 
is in someway at the bottom of the shooting, 
The men who fired evidently shot to kill, 
for tie bullet missed the vital part 
of the head by a very little bit. 
The powder burns are clearly 
seen under the left eye and indicate that the 
would-be assassin was over-hasty in his 
work, The solution of the mystery lies with 
Rayne himself. Dr. Dalton’ wiii Strive to 
worm itfrom him, The doctor thinks that 
he wiil recover in a few weeks.

THE WHISTLES ARE TOOTED. 


Efficient Service Rendered the Weather 
Eureau by Mills and Factories. 


In speeking this morning of the progress 
made toward the realization of the aims and 
objects of the National Weather Bureau, Mr. 
Hammon said that in hundreds of towns in 
this State the official daily forecasts of the 
weather sent out from the St. Louis office are 
announced by steam factories, mills and 
establishments generally having steam 


whistles. The scheme was originated some 
eighteen months or two years ago 
by the Missour! Weather’ Service, and 
was adopted last summer by the National 
Weather Bureau and is now a part of the 
national service, As yet very few factories in 
the city give the weather bulletin but Obser- 
ver Hammon thinks that all of them should 
do it, or at least those in the suburbs, away 
from the noise and din of the city. In the 
suburbs more attention would probably be 
paid to the signals by the residents of the 
neighborhood than in the granite paved por- 
tion of the city. The code of signals Is as ftol- 
lows: First a continuous toot of from fifteen 
to twenty seconds’ duration is given as a 
warning that the weather forecast is 
about to be given. Then if the 
weather is to be fair one long 
toot of from four to six minutes is given. If 
rain or snow is expected, two long toots are 
sounded; if local rains, three long toots; if 
lower temperature, one short toot; if higher 
temperature, two short ones, and if a cold 
wave is Coming, three short ones are given, 
The short toots always referto the tempera- 
ture and are givenlast. <A code of combina- 
tion blasts has been arranged as follows: One 
long toot or Dilast for fair weather and sta- 
tionary temperature;twolong ones, rain or 
snow, With stationary temperature; one long 
and one short, fair weather, with low tem.- 
perature; twolong and two short, rain or 
snow, with higher temperature; one long and 
three short, fair weather and cold wave; 
three long ani two short, local rains and 
higher temperature. The short toots are of 
only one or two, or, at most, three seconds’ 
duration. 
FEDERAL NOTES. 

The Christmas business of the Post-office 
this year has surpassed that of last year and 
last year’s was Considerably larger than any 
previous year. The postage-stamps sold 
during December, 1890, amounted to $110,000 
and these figures have already been reached 
this month with five more days’ sales to hear 
from. The Christmas packages received at 
the Post-office for delivery last Thursday 
welghed 7,200 pounds.

AN EXTRA SESSION DESIRABLE. 


Judge Hough Thinks That One Should Be 
Called. 


The opinion of Col. James O. Broadhead 
that anextra session of the Legislature is 
not necessary toinsure the additional Con- 
gressman and electoral yote that Missouri is 
entitled to under the new cen- 
sus and apportionment is not 
shared by Judge Wormak W. Hough. 


A few days since Judge Hough went over the 
apportionment act carefully at the request of 
ex-Senator David Armstrong, and gave it as 
his opinion that it was advisable to have the 
extra session, He took the ground that if 
there was any dispute raised after th? elec- 
tion Missouri might lose the electoral vote 
and the additional seat in Congress. No 
mistake could be made, in his Judgment, by 
calling the extra session, as a failure to do 
so onthe Governor’s part might throw out 
the extra electoral vote the State is entitled 
to under the new census. 

The members of the General Assembly in 
this city, particularly the Democrats, are 
anxious to have the Governor call the special 
session. Senator Stone, who has given the 
matter much attention and study, takes the 
positive stand that a fatal blunder will be 
made by Gov. Francis if he _ persists 
in his determination not to convene the As- 
sembly forthe purpose of redistricting the 
State. The influences against the extra ses- 
sion are strong but the champions of a special 
term are active and hope to see the Governor 
fall into their way of thinking. Some of the 
Congressmen who object to having the lines 
of their districts changed are leaving nothing 
undone to prevent a proclamation for a 
special session.

THE FINANCIAL OUTLOOK. 


Better Prices for Stocks and Bonds Preva- 
lent—The Foreign Market. 

The outlook in financial circles for the com.- 
ing year is considered by bankers and brokers 
to be unusually good. Just at present there 
are few shipments of gold from Europe, and 
there has been a $ decidea advance 
in foreign exchanges, and a scarcity 
of commercial bills. This is, however, 


well recognized as being due to purely tem- 
porary causes, which always appear about 
this season ofthe year. Funds must be pro- 
vided to meet the January interest on Ameri- 
can stocks and bonds held in Europe,and ow- 
ing to the prosperous condition of many’ 
American enterprises, the sum due this year 
is larger than usual, As soon as these 
payments are made it is expected 
that there will be a resumption of the gold 
shipments. Beginning during the early part 
of the week there set ina marked advance in 
the price of securities. There has been un- 
usual activity, and nearly every stock on 
the list showed an improvement. 
Bonds were more active han 
they commonly are at this season 
which is usually marked by slowness in spec- 
ulative buying.

STATION AGENTS’ STRIKE 


The Report Not Believed at the Air Line 
Oftice—Railroad News. 


Areport was on the street this morning 
that the station agents of the Louisville, 
Evansville & St. Louis road, or Louisville Air 
Line as it is more generally called, were 
going to ask the management of the road for 
an increase of pay as soonas the blockaded 
tunnel near Evansville was again opened for 
business, but at the local officesof the com- 
pany the report is consideaed as without any 
good foundation whatever. ‘‘It is not true,’’ 
said the Assistant General Manager, ‘‘that we 


have alot of through freight awaiting the 
reopening of the tunnel or that we have been 
shipping our through freight by other lines. 
We have not been receiving freight for 
Evansville and points beyond at all since 
the disaster, and do not expect to 
until the tunnel is reopened, 
which I think will be in about two 
weeks. Our road isclear and there can be 
no blockade whatever, and sothe story that 
the agents are going to ask for an increase of 
pay cause of a freight blockade or at 
the time of .one, and that they 
are oing to strike if the demand 
is not complied with cannot betrue. Ihave 
just been over the road, and I heard of no 
such movement orof any dissatisfaction at 
all among the station agents, and [don’t 
think there is any truth whatever in the re- 
port. 

The station agents in the country towns 
‘are telegraphers, baggage masters, ticket 
agents, freight agents, and have sole charge 
of the company’s property and business in 
their respective towns. 

The Wabash road has arranged with the 
Weather Bureau to assist in the distribution 
of Ubserver Hammon’s dally morning fore- 
casts ofthe weather. Beginning with Jan, 
1 the forecast is to be telegraphed to Colum- 
bia, Mo., every morning and taken on trains 
from there east and west and nerth and de- 
livered by the conductors to the station 
agents along the roads, In this way the 
morning weather forecast for the next thirty- 
six hours will be posted before 5 o’clock on 
the afternoon of the same day in some 
seventy odd railroad depots inthe northern 
half ofthe State. Inthis connection it may 
be wellto state that Observer Hammon re- 
ceived authority from Observer Hammon to- 
day to arrange with the Vandalia Co. to dis- 
tribute his weather maps and forecasts along 
their road through Illinois earlier than tis 
now being done. At presentthey are taken 
out on the local mail trainin the afternoon, 
but the intention now fs to have the forenoon 
accommodation train carry them. The bag- 
gagemaster wil] havecharge of them and de- 
liver them to the station agents who will 
post them in theirstation bouses. The new 
arrangement will go into effect probably on 
the first of the new year.

Salaries Received by Roscius and Ofgher 
Celebrated Roman Players. 


In view ofthe complaint often beard as to 
what it @ to bring first-rate actors and 
singers before the public it may not be unin- 
(resting to examine whether the histrionic 
wrethren and sisters of olden. times were 
really comtent with merely earning their 
bread and their laurels. 

To go back tothe classic days of Rome, in 
Ovid’s time, the beautiful Dyonisia, the first 
woman who ever appeared on a Roman stage, 
received200,000 sesterces per season, i. e., 
$10,000. Phoebe Vocontia came out in the 
following year; she received one-third more 
than her predecessor, leaving out of the 
question the magnificent gifts which those 
ladies used to get from their admirers in ap- 
preciation of their art. 

Esopus, who wes at the same time the 
greatest tragedian, the most dissipated man 
about townand the biggest fool of his time, 
left his son the remains of his fortune—2, 000, - 
000 sest. Cicero—and heis good authority on 
such matters—tells us that Roscius had 500,- 
000 sest. per annum from the Government, 
which, in Rome, supported most public 
amusements, ‘y 

This same Roselus was considered very pa- 
triotic for playing free of ctiarge on certain 
solemn occasions—an advertidjng trick still 
in vogue. 

In Greece the artists of the footitghts hadi it 
much their own way, says Music ahd Drama.

THE PARTRIDGE ESTATE. 


An Order to Distribute a Part of It— 
Court News. 


Probate Judge Woerner made an order to- 
day te distribute a portion of the estate of 
the late Geurge Partridge. The amount or- 
dered to be paid to the heirs was $66,000, of 
which $47,000 was in bonds and the remainder 
incash. Of the cash $6,000 was of the assets 
of the estate and the remainder was inter- 
est. The application for distribution was 
made in response to a motion by the heirs, 
Alice A. P. Hebard, the only surviving child 
of Mr, Partridge, and Francis 
G. Eaton, the only surviving de- 
scendant of Bmily P. Eaton, deceased, 
the only other child of George Partridge. 
The motion for distribution sets forth that 
there are no other heirs to the estate and 
that with the exception of certain lega- 
cies which have been. paid, except- 
ing a small annual sum to Eme- 
line Keith, the above mentioned heirs 
are entitled to the remainder of the estate in 
equal parts. The motion also sets forth that 
ali the debts of the estate huve been paid. 

Letters testamentary were granted on 
the estate Aug. 26, 1890. Under 
the law the Probate Court has 
the powerto make anorder of partial dis- 
tribution of anestate before the two years 
allowed for creditors to present their claims 
upon a bond being given to secure possible 
creditors who might present claims afterthe 
order was made, The motion for distribution 
which was presented by Attorney E. W. Pat- 
tison set forth that the amount now remain- 
ing in the hands of the executor was $222, - 
070.66. Of this $32,416.89 are promissory notes 
and accrued interest thereon; stocks 
$106,850; bonds and coupons attache 
thereto $71,400, and cash $11,403.77. Attorney 
G. A. Finkelnburg, representing the execu- 
tor of the estate, Mr. George M. Bartlett, 
opposed the motion to distribute on the 
ground that under the power of the court the 
discretion of this court should not be exer- 
cised ina case of this kind. 

Judge Warner overruled the objection and 
made an order of partial distribution as de- 
scribed above.

A MODERN ANTONY. 


Boulanker’s Career Compared With That 
of the Hero of Philippi. 


Col. Matleson writes of Gen. Boulanger as 
the modern Mark Antony: ‘‘The time came 
to each when he was absolutely dominated 
by awoman. In each case the domination 
was so complete that the moral nature of the 
man was weakened. Under the pernicious 
influence of unlawful love the hero of Phar- 
salia and Philippi became the fugitive of 
Actium, the suicide of Alexandria. Un- 
der the same influence the brilliant soldier of 
1871 and the successful organizer of 1886-88 be- 
haved, in the hour of decisive action, like a 
nerveless poltroon. When he realized the 
void created by the death of his mistress he, 
too, died by his own hand. This, I believe, is 
the true explanation of Boulanger’s conduct 
in January, 1889, and subsequently. It was 
simply a new reading of the old play, ‘All 
for Love, or the World Well Lost.’ ;

The interesting tntelligence has come to 
hand that the artificial manufacture of eggs 
is now an accomplished fact. Mr. James 
Storrey of Kansas Vity has taken Out a patent 
and is said to be erecting a tory in view of 
doing a large business. Mr.Storrey’s ingre- 
dients are lime water, Dullock’s blood, mil«, 
tallow, peas andafew other things, includ- 
ing some secret chemical preparations. The 
machinery for putting the egg together is 
very ingenious. First the yolk is run 
into a moldto be properly shaped, and is 
then dumped into a second mold, which 
contains the right proportion of the prepara- 
tion which stands forthe white. is being 
a gelatinous substance tncases the yolk ve 
readily. Then by means ofa special ma- 
chine the whole is covered with a shell made 
of lime waterand glue, which hardens after 
itis set. Mr. Storrey guarantees his eggs to 
keep ‘‘new laid’’ for a month, and he says 
that he can turn them.out ata cost which 
will allow of their being retailed at the rate 
of 8 cents per dozen.

The Consideration Was a Vote for a Bill 
faddling the Jury Commi!rsioner’s 
Work on a Deputy—Promises ‘lade by 
Letter—A Reformer Who Sometimes 
Leaves His Pedestal. 


Mr. Fielding Mansfield, Jury Commissioner 
of St. Louls and self-appointed Apostle of 
Reform in city politics, is not at all backward 
in coming forward with some remarkable 
claims of personalinfiluence when his per- 
sonal interests appearto be at stakein any 
public measure. There is reason to believe, 
indeed ,that Reformer Mansfield does this with 
as graceful ‘‘abandon’’ as the Veriest ward- 
working machine politician and apparently 
with as little regard for the soundness of the 
foundation on which his claim is based.

THREATENED THEM.

Higgins is a keen master of logic and in 
the reply just given he was poosety whetting 
his steel, The factthat he is preparing an- 
other letter of reply, in which he will search 
through Dr. Bonquillon’s arguments with an

WAS IT SCHNAUBEL!? 


Belief that the Haymarket Bombarder and 
Sage’s Assailant are Identical. 


CHICAGO, Ill, Dec, 26.—Information just re- 
ceived cencerning Rudolph Schnaubel, the 
bomb thrower at Haymarket Square, makes 
it apparent that the anarchists had a hand 
in the recent bomb throwing at the office of 
Russell Sage in New York. Comparison of 
photographs lends additional color. to the 
story that Schnaubel has forfeited his life for 
‘*the cause’’. and joined Parsons, Spies, 
Fischer, Lingg and Engel. It isa startling 
story of two great cities, of two dramatic and 
terrible events of the closing years of the 
nineteenth century. Should it provethat the 
bomb thrower, whose head was found in the 
streets of New York, is identical with the 


bomb thrower who cleverly made his escape 
from this city after the tragedy of five years 
ago, the police of Chicago will have been 
once more avenged. 

Local Anarchists, who claim to know the 
whereabouts of Schnaubel, the man who dis- 
tinguished himself by throwing the bomb at 
the time of the Haymarket affair, say that 
nothing has been heard of him within the 
last month. When last heard from he was at 
Geneva, Switzerland, the headquarters of the 


‘red Internationals and radical Socialist move- 


ment. He was prominently ideatified with 
the Anarchists and Nihilists who congregate 
there. These societies are very secret in 
their movements, and only the choicest of 
choice spirits who have distinguished them- 
selves in the cause of freedom and liberty are 
admitted. Some of the societies are reported 


to be sadly in need of funds, and Schnaubel,’ 


so the story runs, offered to raise the money. 
He left for Amsterdam the last of November, 
and since then nothing has been heard from 
the dynamiter. His friends on the other 
side of the water have writtento friends in 
Chicago, inquiring after his whereabouts, 
but his Chicago relatives deny all knowledge 
of him. 

‘‘If the New York bomb thrower was 
Schnaubel, then he was crazy,’’ said Inspec- 
tor Schaack, the man who knows more of the 
history of the Chicago anarchists, and more 
ofthe secrets of the ‘‘Reds’’ than most of 
the leaders themselvés knew. ‘‘The de- 
scription tallies in some respects, but I have 
not yet seen a detailed description of the 
head foundin New York. It has been diffi- 
cult to find out anything about Schnaubel 
since certain Officers made the mistake of 
letting him go after his arrest. Sometimes 
they say he Is dead, sometimes they say that 
he isin Australia, sometimes they say that 
he isin South America, more often they say 
that they don’t Know. Iwill guarantee that 
Mrs. Parsons or Mrs. Schwab could tell you 
where Schnaubel is, if he is alive, and if they 
felt like it. Butthey will probably say that 
he is dead, or that they don’t know anything 
about him.’’

AGREED TO SEPARATE. 


Mr. and Mrs. John Carroll Have Come to 
an Understarding. 

BALTIMORE, Dec. 26.—The counsel and 
friends of Mr. and Mrs. John Carroll have 
succeeded in perfecting an agreement of sep- 
aration, and divorce proceedings have been 
stopped. The agreement was signed and re- 
corded Thursday, just before the clerk’s 
office at Towson was closed. Mrs, Carroll 
brought suit for divorce on account of 
cruelty and drunkenness, and Mr. Carroll 
filed a cross- bill, charging his wife with spit- 
ting in his face, throwing water over him 


while in bed, going to Newport with persons 
to whom he objected and leaving him to care 
for the children. An examiner was appointed 
to take testimony and most of it had been 
submitted when it was proposed to com- 
promise, To this Mrs. Carroll would not 
consent. It was then explained that the tes- 
timony was not sufficiently conclusive to 
induce the court to grant a divorce. 
This with the argument that the scandal 
would be aired and must reflect on the chil- 
dren, indwttced Mrs. Carroll to consent toa 
separation, The terms were practically 
agreed upon last month, but Objection had 
been raised to the disposition of the two 
youngest children and also ofallowance. All 
this was finally arranged. The agreement 
entered into recites that the parties ‘‘not 
being able to live happily together’’ have 
agreed to live separately during the balance 
of their lives, as though they had been sepa- 
rated by a divorce, oth relinguish their 
marital rights and Mr. Carroll binds himself 
to pay Mrs. Carroll $80 a month for the 
support ofthe two children untilthey shall 
arrive at maturity. The children remain 
with the motherin the city nine months of 
the year and with the father at ‘‘The Caves’’ 
in the country three months, each parent 
having access to themat reasonable hours 
while in the other’s custody. Agreement 
takes effect at once.

Architect Mann Can’t Spend $125,000 
on Kentucky Stone. 
THE CITY HALL MUST BE BUILT OF MIS- 
: SOURI MATERIAL. 


Quotations From the Ordinance Show that 
President Burnet Must Get His Har- 
monious Colors From the Quarries of 
This State—Explaining the Loss of 
Mullanphy Property. 


As the contracts for the ornamental work 
of the new City Hall must be let very soon, 


‘if the building is to be completed at the 


proper time, the question about the kind of 
stone tobe used must be decided at once. 
The committee which has the matter In 
charge will report its opinion to the Board of 
Public Improvements at its Tuesday meet- 
ing, probably, and Architect George RK. Mann 
will be relieved from his worry. 

As Park Commissioner J. B. Fechter is re- 
luctant to let the architect select for a piece 
of work of such magnitude a kind of stone 
that only one quarry and that one in Ken- 
tucky can furnish, and Presideht George 
Burnet wants to let the architect have his 
way, there will be two reports from the com- 
mittee. Commissioner M. L. Holman has 
been too ili for the last few days to attend 
to the matter at all, He would 
agree with President Burnet, were he well. 
But no matter what the report from the com- 
mittee is; Commissioner M.J. Murphy will 
oppose the adoption of Architect Mann’s 
plans generally on the ground that there 
must be competition in all the City Hall con- 
tracts, and particularly because he Delleves 
that .to spend $125,000 on Kentucky 
stone would be a violaticn of 
the ordinance providing for the 
building of the new hall. -When it was deter- 
mined toerectthe building there was a good 
deal of discussion as to the material that 
shouldbe used, and it was finally determined 
witha great show of local patriotism that 
all the stone and the brick in the edifice 
should come fromthe soll of Missouri. The 
ordinance was .drawn up soastokeep this 
point salient. Inthe short ordinance stress 
is laid uponittwice. Inthe very beginning 
it appears like this: 

‘*There shall be erected in Washington 
Square a new city hall, the building to be fire- 
proof and constructed of Missouri granite 
and brick, at an estimated cost of $1,000,000.’’ 

Further along in the ordinance it Is said: 

‘*The interior shall be of Missourl granite 
and brick.’’ 

Commissioner Murphy thinksthat he has 
had very good ground for successfully com- 
battinga proposition to spend more than 
one-tenth of this million dollars on a stone 
that comes from another State. 


The Camera as a Witness. 


Many owners of property like to see the 
alleys about their houses, as well as the 
streets, paved with excellent material. 
Some of the alleys in the West End are much 
better paved than the Dest streets of North 
and South St. Louls, Marcus Bernheimer 


has just induced the Street Department to 
pave an alley for him with smooth stone 
fiagging, that runs between Channing, Ware, 
Washington and Lucasavenues. When it is 
finished it will be a vision of delight for the 
critical eye of the President of the Merchants’ 
Exchange. 

Sometimes, however, their attempts to 
make alleys aristocratic fail ignominiousl~ 
Next to good paving the owners of houses on 
the alleys value electric lights most highly. 
The other day an attempt was made to geta 
light for an alley between Laclede avenue and 
Forest Park boulevard, and it was repre- 
sented tothe Board of Public Improvements 
that more thanascore of property owners 
were suffering for the lack of illumination tn 
that particular locality. The light was about 
to be ordered, when Superintendent of 
Flectric Lighting Andrew J. O’Rellly gota 
hint from somebody that the petitioners for 
the light were not as candid as they might 
be. He is an amateur photographer. He 
took his camera, went out to the alley and 
when the board met the application was re- 
jected. The picture showed that there was 
only one house on the alley, and the ac- 
curacy of the photograph was proved by 
Clerk Walter Dryden, who had gone out with 
Supt. O’Reilly and appeared in the photo- 
graph sitting under a tree gazing at the 
house. This planof obtaining evidence on 
disputed questions of the kind was sosuccess- 
ful that Supt. O’Reilly has made the camera 
aregular partofhis office furniture, and it 
will be often applied hereafter when con-

ASSAULTED THE DEFENDANT. 


Officer Barthold Strikes Mike McDonald 
in Court This Morning. 


Michael McDonald, alias ‘‘Grimmly Mike,’? 
who enjoys the wunenviable reputation of 
being the toughest man in the Third District, 
was struck by Officer Barthold in the Second 
District Police Court during the session to- 
day. The man wasinthe defendant’s chair 
beside the desk of Assistant City Attorney 


Mulvihill. He was charged with throw- 
ing stones at a Cass avenue car, 
with resisting au officer and with 
disturbing the peace. Officers Ring and Bar - 
thold were the prosecuting witnesses. After 
the first named officer had given his testimo- 
ny Barthold took the stand. He enjoys a 
splendid reputation asa cool-headed, faith- 
ful police officer. When ‘‘Grimmly Mike’’ 
saw Barthold take the stand, he began mut- 
tering low, vile utterances. Mr. Mulvihill 
and the court corrected him, but he 
continued, remarking that he would get 
even with the officer. Barthold beard this. 
He reddened and the vile epithet caused him 
to lose all self-control. Jumping from his 
chair, he struck McDonald a blow on the jaw 
that knocked the defendant over on the City 
Attorney’s deskina heap. The Judge was 
highly indignant at this serious 
breach of court decorum and 
fined Barthold $10. The occurrence 
created much excitement. ‘To the police and 
the marshals it wasa thing unprecedented. 
At the cloSe of the Court, however, Judge 
Paxson remitted the fine. He took into con- 
sideration the unsullied reputation of the 
Officer. Barthold has made numerous good 
cases and has. never at any time showna 
slugging disposition. Besides the victim 
of the assault is a man of a very bad reputa- 
tion, and this fact led the Judge 
to relax the severity of the punishment. The 
case went on without furttier. incident. It 
developed that on thedth of November at 
Seventh street and Cass avenue McDonald 
and his gang empioyed themselves in peiting 
a boarding-house, and afterward turned 
their attention to the passingcars. Officer 
Ring put McDonald under arrest, but did not 
land him in the station for three- 
quarters of an hour. McDonald and 
his crowd, the officer Stated, 
knocked him down and rolied him over 
twenty-five times before the officer received 
assistance. The case has been continued 
four times, once because the conductor of the 
car could not attend, a second time for the 
city and twice because McDonald was at the 
Central Station on other charges. Judge 
Paxson fined him $10 on each of the three 
charges. 

There were sixty-four cases in all on the 
docket, but many were continued and others 
were nolle prosequlied, Most of them were 
Christmas drunks.

Chicago Roads 
| Crop. 


POOR METHODS OF CONSIGNMENT IN- 
CREASE THE CONFUSION. 


Farmers Seriously Delayed in Getting Re- 
turns From Shipments—Probable In- 
crease in the Difficulty of Handling 
Grain—The Inconveniences Incident to 
the “Hold”? System. 


CHIcaGo, Ill., Dec. 26.—The Illinois farmers 
and Chicago grain shippers are not alittle 
annoyed at the freight blockade in Chicago, 
which promises to grow worse instead of 
better, Every line is working its motive 
power and equipment toits fullest capacity, 
but there Is stillia scarcity of cars. An ex- 
ample of how Eastern roads are blockaded is 
shown by the ‘‘Nickel Plate,’’ which thought 
ithad cleared upits. jam, and notified the 
Western roads that it was ready to receive 
freight destined to the seaboard, provided 
the Western roads would allow their 
cars to go through without transfer at 
Chicago. In three days the Nickel Plate 
was given all the freight it could move, and 
wasin addition obliged to stow 700 cars in 
its yards, awaitinga chance to start them 
eastward, then the Nickel-Plate shut down 
and announced that it was again blockaded. 
The greatest shipments of grain, flour, and 
provisions ever moved east from Chicago by 
the all-rail Central Traffic Association lines 
in one week amounted to about 99,000 tons. 
Last week this class of traffic had touched 
88,266 tons. Total shipments of all classes by 
all roads amounted to 120,361 tons, or about 
as large a figure as they ever before reached. 
This is onthe eve of the holiday season. 

“The heaviest shipments always come after 
Jan. 5 and prior tothe latter part of March. 
The present indications are that the jam of 
east-bound graininand around Chicago will 
be something frightful about Jan. 15.. There 
is now capacity for about 20,000,000 bushels of 

_grain in the vessels which are wintering in 
Chicago Harbor and ontheriver. Rates are 
now being made on grain from Chicago, the 
lower lake ports, the seaboard and foreign 
ports, which provide for loading the grain in 
the vessels immediately and carrying it until 
navigation opens. The rate covers insurance 
and storage. 

The most aggravating thing to yardmen is 
the ‘hold’ card and the manner in which 
grain traffic is handled. For instance, Chi- 
cago grain commission firms will advise their 
country patrons to consign their grain to 
their order, New York or some other sea- 
board point, notifiy ——, Chicago. On arrival 
of carat Chicago the Board of Trade sam- 

, plers tack a ‘hold’ card on cars, which means 
hold for orders in accordance with above 
shipping instructiOns;a sample of the grain 
istakenon ’change in the Board of Trade 
building, the stuff is sold to a party 
desiring to send the grain to store or to some 
other local industry in Chicago, or perhaps 
to their order at Akron, O., or some other 
Eastern point. Thecar is then switched out 
of perhaps 400 to 600 other ‘hold’ cars and de- 

- Hvered to the forwarding road.from Chicago. 
The car may be a Lake Shore car, ordered to 
the Chicago & Erie, whoreceive same and 
either transferit or forward East. The re- 
sultsare extra switchingand detention of 
cars_in the yards of Western roads, 
switching to transfer or for weightsin yards 
of Eastern roads. Finally after adelay of 
from five to eight days the car is forwarded. 
The country ‘shipper may get returns in a 
“week or three weeks. He is in luck if he can 
get returns ina week. This kind of way of 
handling a large: crop will Continue just as 
long as the railroads allow through con- 
signed grain to be billed to notify someone at 
Chicago; cars will continue to be misused 
just as .long as the business is con- 
ducted on these principles. The Chicago 
commission firm ddées not care whose car 
they order to a connecting road, nor does the 
connecting rond care whose carthey receive 
so long as they get freight or transportation 
of same. ’

ministration: ‘‘Having learned that certain 
goods imported, including calicoes, matches, 
etc., have been imported, Dearing in Arabic 
characters the names of Mohammed of Has- 
san and All, and others held sacred by 
Moslimen and bearing other writing not suit- 
ableto be on such articles, Il order you to 
give notice tothe merchants to advise their 
correspondents in other countries to 
discontinue the sending of goods 
so marked. A reasonable time will be al- 
lowed for this notice, to reach them. Any 
such goods imported after due notice has 
been given will be seized by the Government 
and treated as contraband. Should the im- 
porter be a Moslim he will be punished in ad- 
dition to the forfeiture.’’ 

It is evident, the Consul adds, that the 
ee of inscribed goods destined for Mo- 
1ammedan countries with the name of the 
Prophet and other hely nameg and sacred al- 
lusions, doubtless intended by the manufac- 
turer to be flatteringand pléasing to his Mo 
hammedan customer, may have quite the 
contrary effect upon the orthodox and should 
be avoided accordingly.

CORNER-STONE OF A COMMEMORATIVE 
MONUMENT LAID. 


—— ee 


Stirring Addresses, Waving Banners and 
Booming Cannon’ Fire the Patriotic 
Heart—Story of the Hessian Defeat Re- 
told—Three Revolutionary War Socie- 
ties Take Part--A Famous Victory. 


TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 26.—To-day is the 
115th anniversary of the revolutionary Dattle 
Of Trention and it was made notable by the 
laying of the corner stone of 4 monument to 
the memory of Washington and the Conti- 
nentaltroops, who, after crossing the icy 
Delaware during Christmas night, surprised 
and routed the Hessians, killing a number 
and taking nearly a thousand prisoners, be- 
sides valuable military supplies. 

All the houses and places of business in the 
city are profusely decorated, and this after 
noon an unusual occurrence will happen in 
the meeting together of three revolutionary 
societies, namely: The Society of the Cin- 
cinnati, the Sons of the American Revolution, 
and the Sons of the Revolution. 

Gov. Abbett laid the stone at noon, making 
his address on the subject: ‘‘New Jersey, 
the Battle Ground of the Revolution,’’ after 
which a salute of forty-four guns was fired 
and the benediction pronounced by the 
Bishop of Trenton. 3 

The monument itself, which will be of pol- 
ished granite, 185 feet high and surmounted 
by alarge figure of Washington, stands at 
**the bead of the town,’’ just where one of 
the wings of the patriot army entered the 
city after the toilsome march from the point 
from which they were ferried over the Dela- 
ware. 

Rev. Dixon offered the opening prayer and 
Bishop O’Farrell pronounced the benedic- 
tion. The Seventh Regiment Band discoursed 
a medley of national airs. 

An indoor meeting was held at Taylor 
Opera-house, which was crowded to the 
doors. Ladies were numerous in the audi- 
ence, and distinguished Jerseymen occupied 
the platform. There was a display of the 
national colors on the opera-house as well as 
upon all public buildings of the city. 

Gen, Wm. J. Sewell presided at the meeting 
and after a short introductory address intro- 
duced United States Senator McPherson to 
Speak on ‘‘Monuments Commemorative of 
Revolutionary Batties as Educators of the 
‘People in Love of Country.’’ 

Gen. Horace Porter of New York followed 
on ‘‘American Patriotism,’’ and then ex- 
Secretary of the Navy Robeson was heard in 
an eloquent address, ‘‘Patriotism Should Be 
Instilied in Every American.’’ 

Atl p. m. the Society of the Cincinnati held 
aspecial meeting in the Masonic Temple, 
followed by a lunchen, at which the speakers 
and subjects were as follows: Hon. Leon 
Abbett, ‘*Our Country’s Flag, the Symbol of 
Vatriotism;’’ Col. Asa Bird, United States 
Army, ‘‘Our French Alliesinthe War of the 
tevolution;’’ Hon. J. D. Bedle, ex-Governor 
of New Jersey, ‘**The Revolutionary Inde- 
pendence of New Jersey.’’ 

The Sons of the American Revolution met 
atthe American House at 12:30 and after 
luncheon addresses were made, 

At4 o’clock this afternoon the exercises 
commemorative of the battle of Trenton will 
take place at Taylor’s Opera-house. Itlis a 
public meeting and will be presided over by

The.new monument, which will be com- 
pleted and dedicated next fall, will cost 
about $60,000, of which Congress appropri- 
ates $30,000, New Jersey $15,000 and the citl- 
zens contribute $15,000.

pleasantly and walked away. Atthe end of 
the second act the officer accosted him again. 
**Your voice is magnificent, but.1 do not 
like that D.’’ Fancelli believes that no 
one can improve on his voice, and did not re- 
ceive the second criticism as cordially as he 
had received the first, and when the curtain 
went down onthe third act and the same offi- 
cer approached him again, without waiting 
to learn what he was going to say, the singer 
shouted; ‘‘I am Fancelli. I don’t care 
whether you like that Dor not. You goand 
attend to your armies. and let me attend to 
my singing.’’ 

The officer left the stage, apparently in 
great anger, and the tenor continued to rave 
about his impertinence. Sign. Merelli, the 
director of the Grand Opera in St. Petersburg, 
hurried over to learn the cause of the excite- 
ment and noise, and was horrified when Fan- 
celli, pointing tothe officer who satin the 
Stage box, said: ‘‘That impertinent man crit- 
icised my rendering of my part, but I told 
him what I thought of him.’’

Fanceill did not say anything, but he went 
to his hotel, packed all his belongings and 
took the midnight train for Berlin.

In answer to a 
dispatch asking his reason, Fancelli said that 
he knewifhe remained in Russia after of- 
fending a member of the Czar’s family he 
would be condemned to penal servitude in 
Siberia, andthat therefore he had cleared 
out before his passport could be revoked. 
Merelli laid the facts in the case before Duke 
Constantine, who good-naturedly sent tothe 
frightened singer an autograph assurance of 
his forgiveness, and a statement that even in 
Russia a difference of opinion on the quality 
of a tenor voice was not a penal offense,

Marvelous Rate at Which Residences 


Are Being Erected. 


HOW THE WEST END HAS BEEN BUILT 


UP IN A FEW YEARS... 


Scarcity of Unimproved Building Sites 


Between Grand and Vandeventer Av- 
enues—Nearly One-Half the Vacant 
Property Confined to Two Streets— 
Houses Now Being Constructed. 


An article published in the real estate de- 


partment of the Post-DISPATCH on the 22d 
inst., pertaining to the compactness of the 
building improvements in the residence sec- 
tion between Jefferson and Grand avenues, 
Cass avenue on the north and Laclede av- 
enue on the south, attracted much attention. 
It has been extensively commented upon for 
the reason that it contained minute details, 
facts and figures, showing that in that 
whole territory of 165 city blocks there is only 
an average vacant space of 33 feet to the 
square. Thesubject of West End building 
improvements is taken up again for the bene- 
fit of uninformed readers, that they may 
know what has actually been done in build- 
ing andthe exact vacant lot frontage that 
yet remains in the district beyond Grand ave- 
nue,as far as Vandeventer on the west, Easton 
avenue on the north and Laclede avenue on 
the south. A great deal of time and close 4 
plication has been given the subject to ob- 
tain this all important information in the be- 
lief that it will correct, ina great measure, 
the too common error which St. Loulsans 
commit in not only underestimating, but bDe- 
littling the wonderful building progress that 
this city is making. 


The movement west of Grand avenue may 


be said to have begun in 1881, with the ex- 
tension of the Lindell railway to Vandeven- 
ter avenue, but the service was so poor no 
real penefit was derived therefrom, and the 
construction of the old Cable & Western 
railroad in 1885, really marks the beginnin 

of the great westward movement. As wil 
be remembered its building progress was 
slow at first, as the great Vandeventer 
avenue sewer, upon which the sanitary con- 
dition of the West End depended, was not 
completed and ready or connections 
to be made with it until the 
spring of 1889. Naturally householders ac- 
customed to the comforts and advantages 
of the region east of Grand avenue, where 
gas, water, sewerage, uniform streets, side- 
walks and street cars were found, were slow 
to move to localities where these necessities 
of city life were almost unknown, 


When these facts are borne in mind the 


development of the territory within the 
bounds mentioned will be appreciated. 


The continuation of the personal canvass 


west of Grand avenue, already alluded to, In 
the district between the street named and 
Vandeventer avenue on the west, Easton 
avenue on the north, and Laclede on the 
south, shows most surprising resuits. 


-The territory embraces forty-one fcity 


blocks, but as all the blocks west of Grand 
avenueare very large, its street frontage 
comprises an aggregate lot frontage of 61,970 
feet, or about 150 ordinary city squares. 


Out of this total frontage but 10,530 feet, or 


about one-sixth of the whole, are vacant,and 
‘nearly 7 per centofthis unimproved ground 
space ison four streets. Nearly one-half of 
this vacancy is on Laclede avenue and Wind- 
sor place. 


Of the seventeen east and west streets in 


the district seven of them, with an aggregate 
frontage of over, 30,000 feet, have a totalof 
but 800 feet front of vacant iots, 
or only about one-thirty-fifth of 
the entire amount. Four oftbe streets have 
an aggregate vacancy of less than 240 feet, or 
eee sixty feet unimproved ground on each 
of them. 


In the area under consideration much 


larger lots are Customary than east of Grand 
avenue. 


Allowing fifty feet to the house there is 


room tor but 211 more houses in this entire 
territory. ? 


How rapidly the open lots are being built 
pon may be judged from the fact that with- 


fn the area described twenty-four new houses 
are now under way, and thirty-nine \ have 
been completed uring 1891, or are now 
in coufse of construction. At this 
rate of progress three or four more 
years time will exhaust all the vacant lots in 
that territory, where fiv@ years ago the 
region was almost unsettiea. Yet in that 
same scope, including probably 1,150 houses, 
but twenty-five are now for rent. Six streets 
have nota single vacant house, and the ag- 
ey number of vacant dwellings on ten of
